But the Jups kopl ever un the 
Kukong = wae In thear 
hands; they were evastantly using 
the highway along the river, ooly 
aw few omiles distant. Ol scouts 
kopt a close eye on all nearby 
movements and our juards were 
vigilant in watehing all possible 
approaches. At the least sign of 
danger the girly were sent int 
hiding: in the cayes near the top 
of tae mountain, «ince they would 
be the chief of Japanese brutality 
The “commibvtes!’ had frequent 
meotings: Bt least, anee overy four 
days.

Jt was dificult wo know 
where the Japa would alrike next, 
If one groun did not survive, per- 
haps another would. Then, tov, it 
was easier to move about the coun- 
try and slip across “lines” in 
amaller groups, Dr. Kunkle and 
his Union Theological College atu- 
dents had already left us about the 
middle of March to go to Lin- 
hsien, to the west, thaking o dan- 
gerous dash nerosa the Jnp. lines. 
The Agricultural group decided to 
go North to the “Five Mountain” 
district on the Kwangtung-Hunan 
border.

After uhe crossing, we went into 
the high- Linghsi Shan in torrents 
of rain.

at least hip deap, forty-nine times 
due to the zigmye path down tho 
mountain aide.
